Trxt :—‘*Whom he called together, with the work- 
men of like occupation, and sail, sirs ye know by this 
craft we have our wealth.’? — Acts, xix, 25. 

«©And what shall I say of the titles 
annexed to missions? Are they not in- 
tended as a craft to catch men and wo- 
men for wealth? Such as president, 
vice president, director, directress, cor- 
responding, and recording sceretary, 
treasurer, &c., of which titles the first 
christians speak not a word : for all these 
crafis have arisen since, Then is it any 
wonder that some men pour forth in 
strains of eloquence, like the town Clerk ? 
Which of you knoweth not that the high- 
minded Baptists, and rich men, and 
creat and honorable men, and my lord 
governor, and judges, lawyers, and chief 
captains, have bought membership into 
Missionary and Bible Societies, and are 
worshippers of the great goddess of mis- 
sions; and keep the churches and peo- 
ple of the United States in an uproar, 
like the city of the Ephesians by the craft 
of Demetrius and his gang, because a 
few like Paul oppose them? Thus the 
ery to Congress, to help maintain the 
sanctity of the Sabbath — and hence, oh 
ye sons of liberty, look abroad and be- 
hold these men of like occupation in ev- 
orv Stata, and alincet im 
actively engaged and concentrating their 
force to a point, and at the same time 
attacking one of the most valuable insti- 
tutions of our country, that of the trans- 
portation of the mail. I call on you, 
fellow citizens, to arise like Sampsops, 
in defence of religious liberty, and burst 
those priestly withes, and carry away 
web, beam and all; and not sleep in De- 
lilah’s lap until the yoke is on your necks 
and your locks shorn by vigilant priests 
and acts of Congress, and your children 
grind in the prison-house of civil and 
religious tyranny. 

‘‘We preach not ourselvos but Christ 
Jesus the | ord, and ourselves your ser- 
vants for Jesus’s sake, is the language 
of Paul — but the language of missiona- 
ries seem tome to read thus : ourselves 
your servants for money’s sake. 

*‘And what shall I say of Tract, Sun- 
day School, and Bible Societies? Are 
they not of the same sort? Were not 
the Priests the inventors ? Do they not 
use all their influence (like Demetrius) 
to keep up a trade in these things, as he 
did by selling shrines? Do they not 
roar out in their papers, like him against 
all that opposes, — Our craft is in dan- 
ger’ Iunderstood these Bibles were 
to be given away, as the effects of the 
money given by donors to the Society — 
but is it so? Is not the society selling 
them at any price they can get? Are 
not the Bible distributors making a cralt 
of it at forty dollars per month? Are 
not the printers making a craft of it like 
other printers ? Are not the venders of 
these Bibles making a craft of it like 
other booksellers? Are they not, by 
reason of this money given to the socie- 
ty, forcing other printers out of employ, 
and amassing the printing of the Bible 
to themselves as a religious craft? And 
where is the $25,000 of stock that is 
said that the society has taken in the in- 
stitutions of the north ? And who does 
that money belong to? The givers ?— 
no indeed: for they have neither bond 
nor assurance how this money is to be 
disposed of, but just as the society may 
choose. And is this society incorporat- 
ed? I understand not. © Well then, 
suppose they betray trust, how then? 
Why it can only go as some others have 
gone —a hint to the wise is enoug

alll can see and hear, society is worse 
in its morals than when I could first re- 
member ; more pride, more dress 
contidence between men, more failures 
suicides, murders, than there were thirty 
five years ago. 

“And as regards Tract Societies and 
Sunday School Unions, they are about 
the worst of the whole gang, for it is but.

tracts will squint an eye to their party,

| establish and enhance their sect. And 
will not Sunday Schoo! Unions force out 
of schools all books but those approved 
by the priests and and their party, and 
bend the twig to incline to tueir point, 
and thus pave the way to the desired 
‘end; and this party in the end, nonopo- 
lize books, schools, sentiments, men, 
power, and the end of all the craits, mou- 
jey? Besides itis a great convenience 
‘as well as advantage to get the people 
' formed into various societies, because 
/they are much easier governed, and 
/ much more easily brought to bear at any 
| wanted point, at a given time, because 
it increases the greater number of aciu- 
al controllers in lesser hands ; hence, 
see what an easy matter to bring all the 
priests at a given time, and to a focus, 
| in the several States, in their petitions 
‘to Congress for stopping the mail — what 
an easy matter it is for them to collect 
money, when they have got men and 
women thus craftily formed into socie- 
ties ; this was a grand piece of priest- 
craft. Now having them thus formed, 
itis but to say, and receive without 
much trouble. 
runners to go about and form societies, 
because they cau now stay at home, and 
money is pouring into the craft, for 
some of these societies, if lam informed 
right, pay annually, after having pur- 
chased a shrine of the craftsman of mem- 
bership into the Bible and other socie- 
ties. I tell you, my audience, that it is 
my candid opinion that this society craft 
will enslave our country. © In a word, all 
these chief societies make use of em- 
ployed runners as sponges to suck up 
the riches of a town, and squeeze, and 
then send them of in another direction to 
be filled again. I repeat it, these soci- 
eties of every sort, manifest a wonderful 
love of money, for they embrace every 
method of procuiing it, even to rags ; 
and thus they sponge and squeeze, and 
never say enough. It does appear to 
me, my audience, that the greater part 
of the religion of these days is a craft, 
is a religion of speculation, from the 
priest to the printer ; and has been estab- 
lished in public opinion without a proper 
comparison with-the religion of Jesus 
Christ ; and that the priests have devis- 
ed the plans of all these things to handle 
and wher VCevisiug the

cution, and pay them for their services ; 
thus by the influence of the priests and 
money, great things have been done, it 
is said. But Il am such an unbeliever 
of these priestly tales, I must say, as 
Jesus said in his day to such craftsmen, 
ye compass sea and land to make a pros- 
elyte, and when ye have made him, he 
is but two-fold more the child of hell than 
yourselves. For, by plans of priests, by 
hired beggars, by subscription runners 
of those priests they thought had the 
most influence and could work most on 
the passions of men to get money, was 
this religion begun, continued, and ear- 
ried on, and not by God’s spirit. And 
secondly, the publication of donor’s 
names has been a great means to estab- 
lish this religion of inissions, since thous- 
ands of men will buy honor with money. 
Thirdly, the great concern that some 
priests seem to have for the destitute and 
the heathen, while the end of the row 
was money in their own pockets. But 
most of all, those who have gone the fur- 
thest and done the most to establish this 


missionary religion, are the givers to| 


those various societies, to make shrines 
for the goddess of missions ; for if no 
customers, no trade by Demetrius and 
his crafty gang ; equally so, no givers, 
no runners, no subscription bearers, no 
craltsinen of course, and the goddess of 
missions and her magnificence is soon 
destroyed. Thus the religion of crafts, 
with the whole train of missions, bible 
and tract societies, theological and Sun- 
day schools, have their men, and I think 
they may properly be called craftsmen, 


; every one looking for gain from this 


quarter. And I think, my audience, 
when all these craitsmen are called to- 
gether by money and influence, they cau 
do wonders in the United States ; all 
moving in harmoay at the same juncture 
of time, and at the same point. I tell 
you, my hearers, asa faithful watchman 
on the walls of Zion, our civil and reli- 
gious liberties are in danger — up each 
one of you, and be doing his part, for 
there is; no time for you to sleep on your 
oars, or else backward we go by the ad- 
verse winds of priestcraft to the chains 
of priestly tyranny. 

‘‘A thousand things more might be 
said on the schemes of the day, but I de- 
sist, at present, only observing that there 
are ways to avert this storm and save 
your country and liberty to your children 
and perhaps your children’s children — 
first, dont give one cent to any of these 
societies, but what you have to give, 
give to the poor and needy, the father- 
less and widow ;

Thirdly, ! sey to save 
your country, you shoud not support 
any man for public office in the States, 
that is a member of, or that is in favor of 
the societies of the day, lest any bill sup- 
porting priestcraft shoud come before 
the State or National Jevislature, and 
there meet with priest mde friends to 
rivet the yoke on yer pecks — for as 
the people are now :o¥-reign ef the 
States, for God’s sake hold on and dont 
let the priests have the sovereignty ; if 
you do, blood and slavery must be added 
to these craftsmen: for of all the men 
in the world [ dread the tyranny of an un- 
converted, men-made, money-making 
priest ; I had rather be under the govern- 
ment of a Deist, an Atheist, or a Turk, 
than such tyrants as these money-hunt- 
ing eraftsnen, who have stimulated the 
magistrates of the world to fill the earth 
with blood and cruelty. American un- 
converted factoried priests are no better; 
all thet is wanting is law on their side, 
and shen for dungeons, gibbets, flames, 
tine and forfeiture, whips, and contisca- 
tion of goods, and banishment ; and for 
heaven’s sake my countrymen, never 
come even to atoleration ; fight until you 
die, yea die by the pole of American lib- 
erty, rather than ask of the Magistrates 
how you shall worship your God, for

Come forth, if such marks are 
to be found ; | am ready to meet you in 
the field. And if you cannot, say by 
what authority do you form societies — 
oh, ye priests, ye craity, scheming 
priests, to get money by al! the shame‘ul 
schemes of the day ; and under what 
master do you serve ? 

**'The religion of Jesus Christ 
peaceable, gentle, kind, humble, and be- 
nevolent — and in its doctrine and spir- 
it, breathes nothing but peace and good 
will to all mankind ; but what dreadtul 
sufferings have in ail countries origina- 
ted with, and been carried on by priest- 
craft. Time would fail me to cite evi- 
dences to prove the evils that have orig- 
inated with money hunting and money 
getting priests ; they, and they only 
have beenthe sole cause of alllaw reli- 
gion, blood, and crue! tyranny in the na- 
tions of the earth, and nv the religion of 
Jesus Christ. For I tell you, as in the 
presence of God, that the religion of Je- 
sus Christ needs no Jaw for its support, 
nor ever had any, though craftsmen have 
called their religion by that name. And 
I tell you also, that craftsmen must and 
will, if it is to be had, have Jaw on their 
side to support their craft — for all the 
crafts are in danger, where free enquiry 
is granted.

I have been acquainted with more 
than one Church in which the extempo- 
raneous mode of introducing members, 
of which L am speaking has been exten- 
sively practiced. And I must say, the 


recommeud the practice. ‘The great 
numbers thus added made a most ani- 
mate figure in the religious periodicals 
of the day, but after a year or two, a 
large portion of them were not to be 
found. ‘‘Lheir goodoess, like the morn- 
ing cloud and the early dew,’ had passed 
away —bad, in a great measure, with- 
drawn from the house of God, and from 
all attendance on sealing ordinances ; 
and necded as much as ever to be gath- 
ered in irom the ‘ highways and hedges,’ 
and to be wade the subjects of a new 
conversion. Lhe truth is, any plan, in 
the house of God, ior diawlng a line be- 
tween the Church and the world, which 
does not provide for an intelligent and 
deliverate, as well as serious entrance 
iuto the body of Christ; which does not 
make some good degree of knowledge 
as weli as feeling necessary in the can- 
didaie tor admission ; however it may 
gratify one whose * ruling passion’ is to 
multiply professed converts to the great- 
est possible extent; and however plausi- 
ble it may appear in the public journals 
of the day, will disclose miserable re- 
sults in the end, as to any genuine build- 
ing up of the Kedeemer’s kingdom. 

But | will not run the risk of wearying 
your patience by farther enlarging on 
this subject. I shall, therefore, after 
two or turee general remarks, which ap- 
pear to me to be suggested by the fore- 
going facts, close this long letter. 

The first remark is, that there is a 
slriding similarity in the disorders which 
have attended and marred revivals of re- 
ligion in all ages. As in doctrine, which 
is thought by many a new opinion, is fre- 
quently found, upon inquiry, nothing 
more than the revival of an error long 
ago exploded; so in measures of practical 
disorder, what wears to many all the at- 
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strong impression on the feelings of a 
popular assembly. In fact, as real relig- 
ion is the same in all ages, so its coun- 
terfeits are the same; and the symptoms 
and morbid results of enthusiasm super- 
stition and fanaticism, are substantially 
the same. We need not be surprised 
then, to find ancient irregularities so re- 
markably resembling the modern. We 
have seen that whenever masses of men 
becaiue excited, and especially when this 
excitement seized the minds of those who 
had been bred in ignorance avd thought. 
lessness; as they were brought into a 
uew world so they were apt to think as a 
wat'er of course, that some new and bold 
measures must be adopted; that ex- 
retetes which are as old as human na- 
ture, but Which appear to them new, call 
for new modes of proceeding; and that 
the counsels of age and experience, like 
the exploded theories of by-gone days 

are no longer SF asonable or adequate. 
Hence the inordinate love of novel con- 
triv ances lor arresting the popular atten- 
tion, and impressing the popular mind; 
the spirit of rash and uncharitable de- 
nunciation; the remarkable fact, that, in 
all ages, yours, and, of course, inerperi- 
enced ministers, have commonly taken the 
lead, and discovered the most headstrong 
obstinacy in commencing and pursuing 
measures of an innovating character ; a 
tendency to undervalue the settled order 
of the church, and to usurp the functions 
of the sacred office ; yielding the mind 
to impulses and enthusiastic impressions; 
denouncing all those who refused to con- 
cur in these things as graceless formal- 
ists; encouraging femal:s to take the lead 
in social prayer ; calling upon penitents 
to make public confession of their private 
sins, as indispensable to forgiveness and 
spiritual prosperity : claiming to have a 
gilt, unknown to others, of promoting 
genuine revivals, to be the only friends 
of true, spiritual religion. These are 
| some of the fruits of human corruption 
iwhich attended and marred revivals of 
|religion centuries ago ; and which have 
appeared every few years since, in simi- 
lar connection, and with endless repeti- 
tion. It is an undoubted fact, that most 
,of those well meant irregularities, on 
} which some truly pious people new look 
| with approbation and interest, as means 
| pre-eminently adapted for promoting re- 
ligion, have been proposed, tried, found 
in the end to wark hadlv, and expledud, 
| over and over again; and yet there are 
these who still dream they can be made 
to accomplish what all experience has 
pronounced to be impossible.

| _** Would you be increasingly useful ? 
Then be just to your own minds. Let 
‘them act freely. Form yourselves from 
‘within more than from without. You 
| ought indeed to seek benetit by hearing 
| other preachers; but be benefitted thro’ 
j sympathy, and by catching from them 
generous impulses, aad not by making 
them models. So you must read what 
they have written; but read, that the ac- 
tion of other minds may awaken your 
own intellectual activity, and not bea 
substitute forit. Listen in the tirst place 
to the whispers of truth in your own 
souls, and prize them more than the 
teachings of your fellow-creatures. — 
Whenever you catch anew glimpse of 
God's character, of human nature, of 
human perfection, of life, of futurity, of 
the Christian spirit ;—whenever a famil- 
iar truth rises before you ina new as- 
pect; whenever a new principle dawns 
oa you from anumber of tacts, which had 
before lain without connection in your 
minds ; whenever a sentence in a human 
work, or atext of scripture reveals to 
you, as by a flash, some depth in your 
own soul, or scatters suddenly the mist 
which had before hung over some impor- 
tant doctrine ; whenever a new light of 
this kind gleams on you, prize it more 
than volumes or libraries. Feel that a 
higher teacher than man has approached 
you. Pray to the Father of lights, that 
this new ray may brighten within you. 
It is by this welcome to truth, springing 
up in our own souls, that we are to grow 
inenergy of thought and feeling ; and 
growth isthe great condition of increas- 
ing usefulness. We charge you then to 
be just and generous to your own miads. 
Cherish every divine inspiration. Be no 
inan’s slaves. Seek truth for yourselves. 
Speak it from yourselves. Speak it ia 
your own natural tones. You of course 
desire to avoidthe greatest of all defects 
in a preacher, that of being tame and 
dull ; and your security from this is to 
be found, notin starts and exclamations, 
not in noise and gesture, not in the com 
mon places of passion, but in keeping 
your minds and hearts in free and pow- 
erful action. ‘I'his inward life will give 
life to style and delivery, and nothing else 


will. Thisis the only secret of elo- 
quence. Eloquence is not a trick of 
words. It isthe utterance of great truths,
